OLD PAPERS TELL 
PRICE STORY 
This seems to be the week for 


old papers. Arthur Hunwick found 
a July 28, 1911 Calgary News Tele- 


gram while doing some work at 
Mrs. MelIntosh’s house and Ross 
Souter brought a July 1924 and 
July 1922 Calgary Herald, a July 
1916 Edmonton Bulletin and an 
August 1914 Edmonton Journal 


from a building, which he had been 
helping to tear down at Gull Lake 
this summer, 

The Calgary News-Telegram 
from 1911 is of interest to Nanton 
people because there was a column 
devoted to Nanton doings. Crops 
were excellent and acreage had in- 
creased considerably over the pre- 
vious year. Cutting was to begin in 


ten or twelve days on fa'l wheat 
and it was expected that spring 
wheat would take another three 
weeks before being ready for har- 
vest. 

The Edmonton Journal is dated 


August 6, 1914 and already the 
first World War was going along 
briskly. 

The Belgians were making a stout 
resistance to German forces and 
the whole tone of the news was con- 
fident, Prices are of interest.

First Aid Hints for 


DISLOCATIONS: 


A dislocation is the displacement of one or more of the bones of a joint. The joints most frequently dislocated are thase of the

MAKE NO ATTEMPT TO REDUCE A DISLOCATION . || 


1, Steady and support the limb in the position which gives most ease to the patient, using padding where necessary In 
order to lessen the effects of jolting during transport. 


2. Rest the patient on a couch or bed in the position which gives most ease, 
3. If the pain is severe, expose the injured part and apply a cold compress. 
4. When cold ceases to give comfort, apply a hot compress. 


BRUISES: 


A blaw anywhere on the surface of the body may cause extensive capillary haemorrhage beneath the skin, without breaking 


it —-a “black eye” is an instance. The injury is accompanied by discoloration and swelling. 


TREATMENT: 


Apply pieces of lint soaked in equal parts of spirit and water, or a cold compress.
